STOOD IN THE RAIN ALL NIGHT 


Every Nation was Represented in the 
Line Which was Over a Mile 
Long. 


London, May 18.—From six e’cloe! 
this morning when the doors of West- 
minster Hall where the body of King 
Edward is lying in state were again 
opened to the public, a sombre-clad, 
silent multitude in four deep forma- 
tion filed past the bier, ‘The police 
with some tact and much patience 
maintained order and kept thousands 
moving steadily, The mourners. en- 
tered at one end of the hall, double 
rows passing on either side of the 
catafalque and -emerging at the ‘op- 
posite end of the building. 

When the doors were closed at ten 
o'clock lastnight between fifty and 
sixty thousand persons had viewed 
the casket while perhaps haf that 
number were still waiting in an ad- 
jacent street.» At eleven o'clock a 
new line formed and midnight found 
the waiting throng swollen by many 
thousands. Through the long vigil 
they stood with the purpose of pay- 
ing their tribute to the dead mon- 
arch, despite the heavy fall of raia 
that made them most uncomfortable. 

The line extended for a mile or 
more and was made up of men, wom- 
en and children of many classes. It 
was a strangely cosmopolitan throng. 
Every land and every color was re- 
presented, The laborer in corduroy 
touched-elbows with the frock-coated 
west ender. In the day files women 
appeared to predominate. 

By noon the total of those who had 
paid their respects’ passed the hun- 
dred thousand mark,

Young Woman Visiting Here Won 
a $40,000,000 Suit. 


WAS AGAINST U.S. GOVERNMENT 


Miss lds Blle* Allison wras.Ceatral Figure 
in Most Sensational Case in Supreme 


Court. 


To have saved 400,000 acres of land 
valued at $40,000,000 for your people, 
and incidentally to have beaten the 
United States government in one of 
the most sensational cases in the his- 
tory of the United States Supreme 
Court, és something that any man 
might be proud of, yet that ds just 
exactly what Miss Ada Belle Allison, 
a charming young woman from Mus- 
kogee, Oklahoma, has done. Miss Al- 


lison is in the city at present, staying 
| 3 ] ying 


at the Windsor Hotel. 

Miss Allison is one-sixteenth Cher- 
okee and is proud of her Indian blood, 
In appearance she ds the typical Am- 
crican girl, highly educated, and a 
fluent and entertaining conversation- 
alist. She is of medium height, ‘her 
features are clean cut and she is rosy 
cheeked and has a profusion of brown 
wavy hair, But her chief characteris- 
tic ds her strong and compelling per- 
sonality. 4 

To see and talk to Miss iAllison, 

one would sever imagine that she wis 
the heroine of a great law suit. She is 
as modest as she is charming, although 
she is proud of the fact that she was 
able to save the property of some ‘two 
thousand of her people, she does not 
brag about it, and one might ‘talk to 
ther for an hour and never ‘hear her say 
a word about it. Yesterday afternoon, 
however ins talking to a Capital re- 
porter, Miss Allison gave a very 
graphic description of ‘the case, and 
how it affected her people in Oklaho- 
ma. ‘ 
“Away tback in 1836,” she began,in 
ther charming way, “the United States 
government gave the Cherokee, Choc- 
taw, and Chicasaw Indian tribes cer- 
tain parts of the state in lieu of pro- 
perty that ‘they had owned east. of 
the’ Mississippi. In return for — this 
land, which «was evry valuable, the 
government gave them land in the 
State of, Oklahoma, which was then 
Indian territory, because they consid- 
ered jt valueless. For a while they 
held the land in common, and then the 
governemnt, ‘through its agents, por- 
tioned it off among the various mem- 
bers and gaye them their patents. 

“They remained in undisputed ‘pos- 
session until March qth, 1907, when 
Seeretary of the Interior Hitchcock, 
acting on the advice of Attorney-Gen- 
eral Bonaparte, struck from ithe re- 
cords 2000 names, on the grounds that 
the occupants of the ‘territory had 
violated the rules. By this action 
2000 familics were deprived of their 
homes, and about 400,000 acres of land 
was expripriated by the government. 

“T owned about 160 acres of the land 
‘and had no desire to become a pauper” 
said Miss Allison. “My brothers also 
owned Jand and it meant a big thing 
to us. So 1 determined to fight the 
thing in the courts. I had never had 
any experience in law suits, ahd my 
people all discouraged the attmepts, 
but I decided to see the case through. 
I immediately engaged ‘ive of the best 
lawyers in the States by wire. ‘All 
the proceedings ‘had to take place in 
Washington. “My Jawyers launchesl 
the proceedings by securing a writ 
of mandamus against the Secretary of 
the Interior, the first in fourteen 
years.” 

Miss Allison's case was a test one, 
and so all proceedings in ‘the new 
state of Oklahoma were suspended, 
awaiting the result. She carried the 
case from court to court and won 
in every instance. When the case 
reached the Supreme Court, the gov- 
ernment had it placed on the first 
docket. The trial was rushed through 
in two weeks, and finally a unanimous 
verdict in favor of Miss Allison was 
banded down. 

“When the news reached me in my 
hhome town,” said Miss Allison. “TI was 
the happiest girl in.the world, J think. 
It was nice to think that I shad saved 
400,000 acres of land to the Indians 
and their descendants.”

he trial of Mrs. Matthews for ex- 
tradition, was continued this | morn- 
ing in the District Court, when the 
prosecution established the authentic- 
ity of the affidavits made by residents 
of Stillwater. Mr. Robertson for Mrs. 
Matthaws, objected on ‘the grounds 
that tie papers had, been signed after 
the issue of the foreign avarrant for 
her arrest, Judge Taylor said that 
so long as‘he had reasonable grounds 
to udmit the evidence, it should ‘be 
admitted, And the decision. based on 
the sufficiency of. evidence. Mr, Rob- 
ertson's objection, he said, would be 
noted, 

J. W. Reece, county attorney for 
Payne county, Oklahoma, who was in 
the box all the mornimg, stated that 
he shad heard Mrs. Matthews make 
some statements in an informal way, 
concerning the death oi ther husband, 

Some time after the inquest on the 
body of Matthews, he said, Mrs. Mat- 
thems cameéstochis office and spoke to 
him, about his death, going over the 
fact’$ as ‘slit. claimedthem to ‘ba She 
asked if “ they were through investi- 
gating or if the people were satisfied.”

In answer to a question, Mr. Reece 
said that the only evidence of the in- 
quest on the body of Matthews, was 
the report of the justice of the peace 
which was compiled afterwards from 
memory. But Mr. Reece was at the 
inquest, and was now asked by. the 
prosecution to repeat the evidence the 
heard. ( 

Mr. Robertson objected and the ob- 
jection was allowed, 

During the session of the grand jury 
Mrs. Matthews and Mr. Lorry, her 
attorney, came to Mr. Reece's office, 
bringing with them a letter which had 
been sent to Mrs. Matthews, saying 
that the writer ‘had some information 
which would be very beneficial to the 
receiver, and which could He bought 
for $35. Mrs. Matthews was to mect 
the writer at an appointed place. 

Mr. Reece appointed the deputy 
sheriff to look into the matter and 
even he himself had passed the place 
at the appointed time, but had seen 
neither Mrs. Matthews. or the writer 
of the letter. 

In the month of February following 
Mr. Reeee stated that he had seen 
Mrs. Matthews and Chapman on ‘the 
train going from Stillwater to Guthrie. 
Neither of them returned to Stillwa- 
ter that evening, 

THe court then adjourned till 2.30 
this jafternoon.

United States Troops Permitted to go 


GOING TO DG? 


Earth is Passing Through its Tail 


Some Time To-Day. 


WATCH OUT FOR SURPRISES 


Gloomy Prophecies of Some Scientists de 
not Seem Likely to be Ful- 
filled. 


‘Have you noticed anything yet? 

Well, touch wood or cross your fin- 
gers when you say you shaven’t and 
hold yourself in readiness for sur- 
prises for today this old earth of ours 
is ‘taking a, giddy, dare-levil ride 
right through the tail of the comet. 
And as for possibilities, twisting a 
lion’s tail is mere child's play. 

‘Today some of those the-worst-is- 
yet-to-come scientists said, was to be 
the last day of the whole human race. 
Poisonous gases left in the comet's 
wake were to do the deadly work. 
More cheerful men of science have as- 
sured us that there is nothing in this 
seare yarn and a most diligent sniffing 
has not disclosed to the ordinary nose 
thet anything of the kind is in ‘the air. 

Astronomers. Differ 

Astronomers have not been able to 
agree just what is going to happen 
or when it is coming. Professor Hall 
of the Carnegie observatory at Mount 
Wilson,. California, has calculated ‘that 
the carth should enter the vapor about 
noon and. splash around in it until 
about midnight. During this time ‘he 
looks for shooting stars and peculiar- 
ly tinted clouds,. but admits ‘that it is 
all very problematical. He estimates 
the length of the comet's aail at from 
20;000;000: to: 25,000,000 miles and as 
the earth is-about 15,000,000 miles from 
the comet, it will be a good distance 
from the end) of the: tail. 

Toronto astronomers estimate the 
length of the tail at 15,000,000 amiles 
so that the earth ill just pass 
through the end of it. ‘They say it 
sheuld happen about nine o'clock to- 
night, eastern time, and that the earth 
shonk! be only twochours in.the vapor. 

lf that calctlation is right any shoot- 
ing stars or other spectacular displays 
should be visible here about eleven 
o'clock tonight, but local authorities 
say that it should happen early tin the 
evening, so early,.that on account of 
the late hour of sunset here, Alberta 
may see nothing of the weird phe- 
nomena. ; 

Between Earth and Sun 

While the earth is passing through 
the tail the comet will be between the 
varth and ‘the sun, itself an unusual 
event and one of great interest 'to as- 
tronomers, 

“Tf this evening is clear,” says H. N. 
Russell, Ph. D., “it will be of great 
interest and: importance to look for 
iWumination of the sky. In the early 
evening, just after sunset, the comet’s 
tail will be in the east, but a few hours 
later it will have passed over toward 


the west. If, as is sometimes. sup-

SAYS PROF. HALL 


Washington, May 18—Although the 
inhabitants of the earth will not know 
they are passing through the tail of 
a comet, neither seeing it or suffering 
and injury therefrom, beginning — to- 
night about eleven o'clock, New York 
‘time and for four or five hour there- 
after ‘they will be in the midst of the 
tail of Ialley’s comet.” 

Mis statement was given out today 
by Prof. Hall of the Naval Observa- 
‘tory here. tl is possible, he said, that 
there avill be some meteoric showers 
although he doubted it. Its nearest 
approach to the earth having been 
made today, the celestial wandered 
which comes this way but once every 
three quarters of a century or so will 
begin to recede. 

The comet may be visible this even- 
ing in ‘the west or perhaps on Thurs- 
day during the day light, provided 
its nuclews increascs in intensity.

PREMIER WAS 
THE .WITNESS 


Head’ of Government Began his 
Evidence This Morning. 


THREE DRAFTS WERE TRACED 


W. L. Walsh, KC.,; Spent the Morning 
Going, Over the Books of the 
Merchants’ Bank. 


Premier Rutherfort was on the 
stand all this morning at the sitting 
of the Royal Commission, and just 
at present it looks very  mnch as 
though ‘he would remain there for at 
least a couple of days yet. Mr, John- 
tsone conducted his examination this 
morning, and he is not through yet. 
Then after he is finished Mr. Bennett 
will proceed to cross-examine him, and 
it is altogether likely that Mr. Biggar 
will have a few questions to ask 
after that. The evidence elicited this 
morning was merely a chistory of the 
premier’s connection «with the grant- 
ing of ‘the charter and the guaran- 
teeing of the bonds. 

Just before the commission adjourn- 
ed for dunch, Mr. Walsh announced 
that he had spent the morning with 
Mr. A. C. Farser looking through ‘the 
books of the Merchants bank. After 
a careful examination he avas able to 
announce that the three drafts. that 
W..R. Clarke had cashed on the 26th 
of February, 1909, and about which 
there was some suspicion tbecause this 
was the day on which the legislature 
rose last year, had been ‘traced. The 
first one, for $3250 had been utilized 
in the purchase of a draft in favor of 
MoHaffey, the treasurer of the Atha- 
basea Syndicate. Mr. Walsh also 
pointed out that that was the day on 
which Clarke accepted the option on 
the syndicate's charter. The other two 
drafts, one for $1000 and the: other 
for $501, had been paid ont in cash. 
She cashier stated that as far as he 
could remember he had paid the money 
to Clarke himself. 

In answer to a question by (Chair- 
man Scott, Mr. Walsh stated that Mr. 
Fraser had power of attorney from 
J. K. \Cornwall, and that he thought’ 
that there would be no objection to 
thaving tihe commission’s counsel exam- 
ine Cornwall's accounts avith ‘the bank.

CANADIAN CANAL 
United States Meaetaciaeers see Big 


Future for the Trent Valley 
, Canal 


New York, May 18—Among impor- 
tant subjects for the consideration of 
the federal government put forward 
at the annual convention of -the Na- 
tional Manufacturers, was one urging 
the participance of the United States 
in the building of a deep avater canal 
through Canada to transport ores and 
grains from the lake regions. 

The suggestion regarding the ‘Cana- 
dian canal was made in the report of 
the committee on interstate commerce. 
It outlines that several water routes 
are under consideration by the (Cana- 
dian authorities and say of one route, 
which would connect Lake Ontario 
with Georgian Bay, the outside arm of 
Lake Huron by way of Simcoe.
